yet to be added it Is probable that the 
fire losses for the present year will ex- 
ceed $100,000,000.

The larger proportion of these losses 


are made frood by the Insurance coin- 
panics. 
It Is a remarkable circum- 


stance that there Is hardly any visible 
decrease of losses by lire in 'this coun- 
try, 
If they are a little smaller one 


year the hjjjh average ds maintained in 
succeodinR years. Incendiarism makes 
about the same havoc as formerly. Out 
of the Immense capital pledped by way 
of insurance, nearly a, hundred millions 
disappears every year. 
This is made 


up by premiums In good years. A 
many insurance companies have been 
forced out of business during: the last 
few years. The smaller companies have 
gone to the wall, or, what is abou't the 
same thins, have been swallowed 
up 


by the larger companies. 
Capitals are 


withdrawn when they do not earn as 


may be brought In. That Is one of the 
current speculations of the day. If it 
bhoxild become a. controlling interest 
so much the better.

"Let us dismiss the sensational ideas 


concerning the possibilities of a new | 
and great telescope, so commonly 
ex- 


pnvssed, and stick to the facts," 'he tald. 
"In the first place, as to the moon. 


"Xo telescope will ever be built that 


will give us much additional informa- 
tion about it. 


"No telescope, no matter how perfect 


it may be, will ever hhow the moon 
cltiily at an appaiently closer rj.nge 
than 100 to 150 miles, as seen by 
the 


naked eye. 


"In regard to the statement made by 


one o'1 the newspapers not long ago that 
one important thing the gieat 40-inch 
telescope was expected to do was to 
clear up the mystery of the 'signal 
lights' discovered upon Mars with the 
great Lick telescope, and v>hich were 
supposed to be a dispatch attempt on 
the oai t of the Inhabitants of Mars to 
open up communication with the people 
of Earth. 
This project must fail ut- 


terly when it is known no such 'signal 
lights' were ever seen upon Mars with 
the Lick telescope, but, in all probabil- 
ity, were seen only by an experienced 
and keen-sighted newspaper man. The 
fact Is, the man of Mais and his 'sig- 
nals' must be forever undiscoveiecl. 


"We expect to ga-ln some knowledge 


in the study of the surfaces of Uranus 
and Neptune, and In the study of the 
double stais and satellites of the dilfer- 
ent planets. 
There are still many un- 


solved problems concerning fixed stars, 
revolving binaiy stars and solar prom- 
inences.
